Police  Action 
Making  Dent 
On  Hill  Crime

Police  action  is  "beginning  to  make 
a  dent"  m  the  wave  oi  crime  that  has 
plagued  Potrero  Hill  recently,  Polrero 
Station's  Capt.  Richard  Holder  told 
The  View. 

A  combination  of  citizen  involvement 
and  feedback,  along  with  an  increased 
plainclothes  presence  on  the  Hill,  has 
led  to  apprehension  of  suspects  in 
two  key  areas,  Holder  said. 

In  some  cases,  he  stressed,  "the  per- 
ception of  increased  crime  is  worse 
than  the  reality."  But  he  admitted 
that  in  the  sector  of  the  Potrero  Police 
District  that  mainly  includes  Potrero 
Hill,  there  had  been  dramatic  increases 
in  robberies  and  auto  tx>osting  in  recent 
months. 

And  although  he  does  not  expect 
recent  arrests  to  stop  such  crimes 
entirely,  he  told  Tlie  View,  "we  appre- 
hended the  robbery  team  we  think  may 
have  t>een  causing  the  steep  increase 
in  robbery  in  Potrero  Hill. 

Holder  did  not  disclose  the  name  of 
the  suspect,  but  he  noted  that  the  key 
member  of  the  trio  suspected  of  pulling 
the  robbery  jobs  "is  still  in  custody" 
following  his  mid-October  apprehension 
on  DeHaro  Street. 

In  addition  to  seeking  this  suspect's 
criminal  prosecution  for  the  robberies 
and  possible  other  offenses,  Holder 
noted  that  since  this  man  is  a  resident 
of  Potrero  public  housing,  the  police 
"are  trying  to  get  his  family  evicted" 
because  of  his  criminal  activity. 

(Uut  eviction  from  public  housing  can 
require  an  often  lengthy,  five-step  pro- 
cess, which,  notes  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority  Public  Affairs  Director  Dell 
Price,  "must  balance  the  rights  of  the 
residents  entitled  to  a  safe  environment 
with  the  rights  of  the  individuals."  And 
evictions  must  be  based  on  violation  of 
the  public  housing  tenants'  lease,  which 
requires  conduct  that  "does  not  disturb 
their  neighbor's  peaceful  enjoyment  of 
conditions"  and  refraining  "from  illegal 
activity"  on  the  public  housing  premises.) 

When  complaints  began  to  increase 
about  Hill  robberies  —  including  a 
brazen,  daylight  robbery  of  a  local 
eatery  as  well  as  a  number  of  strongarm 
street  attacks  —  police  beefed  up  the 
plainclothes  presence  on  the  Hill, 
Holder  said.  Plainclothes  officers  from 
the  Potrero  Station,  as  well  as  from 
the  citywide  Crime  Suppression  Unit, 
were  involved. 

Holder  also  noted  that  an  increase  in 
auto  boosting  —  theft  from  a  parked 
car  —  during  May  and  June  had  "centered 
on  one  area,  and  seemed  to  coincide 
with  the  transient  camp"  at  the  foot  of 
Carolina  Street. 

"We  sent  people  in,  we  booked  11 
people,  confiscated  18  hypodermic 
needles,  towed  seven  abandoned  cars 
and  towed  away  20-22  tons  of  waste," 
Holder  reported.  "Everyone  there  had 
a  felony  record,"  he  said,  adding  that 
"in  the  next  months,  auto  boosting 
dropped." 

The  police  "were  able  to  take  care  of 
this  transient  location  because  of  calls

learning  program  for  children  of  low-income  families. 
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from  the  community,"  the  Captain 
stressed.  He  added  that  citizen  calls 
also  informed  the  police  about  a  house 
on  the  Hill  that  was  a  site  for  major 
drug  dealing.  The  police  are  working 
on  handling  the  situation  through  code 
violations,  he  said. 

When  Holder  took  over  the  command 
of  Potrero  District  in  June,  1990,  he 
recalled,  there  were  but  73  officers 
and  the  District  included  the  volatile 
Sunnydale  public  housing.  Now,  even 
though  police  redistricting  has  taken 
Sunnydale  out  of  the  Potrero  District, 
Holder  noted,  there  are  85  police  as- 
signed to  Potrero  Station. 

"The  bad  guys  are  getting  frustrated, 
because  we're  starting  to  make  a  dent 
in  drug  and  gang  activity,"  Holder  said. 
Attacks  on  police  that  escalated  in  late 
April  and  early  May  immediately  after 
the  Rodney  King  beating  verdict  have 
continued.  Holder  said. 

Even  though  the  police  have  appre- 
hended some  key  suspects  in  connection 
with  Potrero  Hill  crime.  Holder  empha- 
sized that  neighborhood  residents  should 
still  maintain  the  patterns  of  caution 
they  have  developed  in  recent  months, 
as  well  as  continuing  to  be  involved 
in  crime  prevention  efforts  and  feed- 
back to  the  police. 

"The  bottom  line  is  that  we  all  have 
to  work  together/'  he  said.

NO,  NO,  NO,  NO,  NO! 

Three  measures  on  the  State  ballot  particularly  deserve  your  'NO'  vote.  Prop.  164 
would  enact  term  limits  for  California's  Congressional  delegation.  And  whatever  one 
may  think  of  term  limits,  this  measure  would  put  California  at  a  particular  disadvant- 
age, especiaUy  when  it  comes  to  votes  for  federal  funds  and  programs.  While  Members 
of  Congress  from  other  stales  could  gain  seniority  and  key  committee  appointments 
based  on  seniority,  California's  representatives  would  never  be  able  to  reach  those 
positions  of  influence.  We  would  all  be  the  losers. 

Prop.  165  —  in  addition  to  enacting  unrealistic  welfare  cutbacks  —  would  com- 
pletely eliminate  the  constitutional  guarantees  of  governmental  balance  by  giving  the 
Governor  virtually  unlimited  powers  to  cut  the  state  budget.  He  could  declare  a  "fis- 
cal emergency"  and  by  unilateral  fiat,  slash  the  budget.  Don't  be  fooled  by  deceptive 
ads  about  welfare.  This  is  neither  genuine  welfare  reform  nor  budget  reform;  it's 
nothing  but  a  dangerous  power  grab;  vote  'NO'  on  165. 

And  Prop.  166  is  another  measure  that  is  hardly  what  it  claims  to  be  -  health  care 
coverage.  Sponsored  by  the  California  Medical  Assn.,  Prop.  166,  would  put  an  unfair 
burden  on  small  businesspeople,  provide  substandard  health  coverage,  and  do  nothing 
about  brmgmg  us  closer  to  the  style  of  universal  health  care  we  really  need    it  de- 
serves a  'NO'  vote. 

On  our  city  ballot,  Prop.  J  is  an  act  of  political  grandstanding  —  not  a  real 
attempt  to  deal  with  the  homeless  problem  either  as  a  social  issue,  or  a  public  safety 
issue  —  or  both.  With  our  city's  jails  currently  overcrowded  to  the  crisis  point  and 
our  police  force  barely  able  to  keep  up  with  major  crimes,  do  we  really  think  that  a 
law  against  "aggressive  panhandling"  is  anything  but  an  empty  charade?  Say  'NO'  to 
this  patently  political  measure. 

And  Prop.  L  likewise  carries  a  deceptive  tone.  The  Farmer's  Market  near  Bernal 
Heights  would  in  no  way  be  jeopardized  by  the  construction  of  46  units  of  housing 
nearly.  We  need  housing  in  this  city  —  in  appropriate  locations  —  and  we  believe 
this  site  fits  that  definition.  Prop.L  would  prevent  it;  if  you're  for  the  housing  vote 
'NO.'

HIGHRISE  FUTURE  FOR  MISSION  BAY?: 

The  page  one  question  10  years  ago.  Southern  Pacific  developers  came  up  with  pre- 
liminary plans  for  "a  high  denisty  mixed  use"  development  with  18  million  square 
feet  of  office  space  and  some  7,000  residence  units  "for  the  195  acre  site  roughly 
bounded  by  Third,  Seventh,  Berry  and  Mariposa  streets.  The  unveiling  came  at  a 
public  meeting  held  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  auditorium  with  e  large  crowd 
attending,  and  S.P.  emphasized  that  the  plan  they  presented  was  "strictly  con- 
ceptual and  not  to  be  taken  as  final  form."  More  public  meetings  were  planned,  but 
S.P.  hoped  then  to  begin  construction  by  1984. 
RUBBISH  AND  WHAT  TO  DO  WITH  IT: 

Two  page  one  stories  dealt  with  garbage  in  November,  1982.  In  one,  the  Potrero 
Housing  Tenants  Association  (PHTA)  protested  new  garbage  and  appliance  regulations 
by  marching  on  City  Hall.  As  a  View  photo  showed,  the  replacement  of  individual 
garbage  cans  by  large  bins  to  collectively  serve  20  to  25  units,  resulted  in  over- 
flowing bins  and  rubbish  on  the  streets.  The  second  garbage  story  concerned  an  up- 
coming vote  in  the  town  of  Brisbane  just  over  the  San  Mateo  county  line.  The 
citizenry  there  were  being  asked  to  okay  a  $200  million  rubbish  incinerator  that 
would  burn  the  1,500  tons  of  garbage  produced  by  San  Francisco  daily,  with  the  re- 
sultant energy  to  be  sold  to  P.G.&E.  Fears  were  that  effluent  from  the  325-foot 
stacks  the  plan  called  for  would  pollute  the  air  to  the  northwest  and  north— 
Visitacion  Valley,  Bayview-Hunters  Point  and  Potrero  Hill. 

EDITORIALLY: 

The  Potrero  View  recommended  the  following  in  the  November  elections  of  1982: 
Governor,  Tom  Bradley;  Lt.  Governor,  Leo  McCarthy;  Secretary  of  State,  March

THE  EYESORE  SAGA  CONTINUES: 

Fed  up  with  the  situation  at  Carolina  and  Southern  Heights,  neighbors  of  the  burned 
out  structure  there  took  their  complaints  to  the  City  Abatement  and  Appeals  Board. 
That  body  ordered  the  owners  of  the  property  (burned  down  five  years  previously) 
to  put  a  fence  around  the  site  and  apply  for  a  demolition  permit  by  November  24, 
the  date  of  the  Board's  next  meeting. 
THIS  AND  THAT: 

St.  Teresa's  activist  Sister  Kathleen  Healy  was  lauded  for  her  work  with  the  San 
Francisco  Organizing  Project,  which  is  working  to  alleviate  social  problems  in  the 
neighborhoods-.laid-off  Bethlehem  Shipyard  workers,  almost  700  men  and  women, 
organized  themselves  into  the  Bethlehem  Shipyard  Workers  Organization  and  were 
provided  space  at  the  Neierhborhood  House  while  their  dispute  with  the 
shipyard  owners.  Port  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  continued. ..the  Julian 
Theatre  was  opening  "Back  to  Back"  by  Al  Brown,  a  prize-winning  play  showing  an 
aspect  of  the  Vietnam  war  that  was  little  publicized.. .The  Hill's  Pickle  Family 
Circus  announced  its  family  holiday  "show  of  music,  clowns,  thrills,  skills,  also  magic 
and  laughs"  to  open  December  1  at  Project  Artaud...View  staffer  Sally  Taylor's 
"California  Winery  Tour  Maps  and  Directory"  was  published...

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Neighbors  Protest  Condo 
Project  on  Wisconsin  St.

Plans  to  build  a  four-story,  two-unit 
dwelling  on  a  lot  in  the  700  block  of  Wis- 
consin Street  have  raised  the  hackles  of 
neighbors  of  the  proposed  project. 

The  lot  in  question  adjoins  the  Ferling- 
hetti  house  at  708-710  Wisconsin  St.  and 
has  been  used  for  years  by  tenants  of  708 
as  a  garden  and  access.  Both  properties 
are  now  owned  by  developer  Larry  Mc 
Auley,  who  is  seeking  city  approval  for 
the  units.  Thev  will  rise  four  feet  hieher 
than  the  adjoining  house  on  the  South  and 
almost  11  feet  higher  than  the  Ferling- 
hetti  house. 

When  plans  for  the  project  were  first 
revealed,  a  neighborhood  group  headed  by 
Ellen  Kernaghan  and  Anna  and  Edward 
Everett,  who  own  and  occupy  the  house 
adjoining  the  lot  in  question,  arranged  a 
meeting  with  the  developer  as  well  as 
architect  Michael  O'Brien.  Not  satisfied 
with  the  response  of  the  principals 
(O'Brien  at  one  point  suggesting  that 
those  who  don't  like  his  design  should 
move  to  a  rural  area),  the  neighbors  have 
formally  requested  a  Discretionary  Re- 
view by  the  Dept.  of  City  Planning. 

Primary  objections  by  neiglibors  focus 
on  the  size  and  character  of  the  project. 
They  unequivocally  state:  "We  do  not 
oppose  new  development  if  it  blends  into 
our  neighborhood  and  does  not  damage  our 
quality  of  life  here  on  the  hill."  They 
point  to  recent  projects  on  Wisconsin 
Street,  which  have  been  remodeled  but 
which  respect  the  character  of  the  neigh- 
borhood."

An  example  of  what  they  hope  to  pre- 
vent is  the  new  building  at  782-784  Wis- 
consin St.,  which,  in  the  words  of  one 
neighbor  "Struts  up  there  by  the  fire- 
house  shriekmg  hysterically  'Look  at  me! 
Look  at  mo!' " 

In  addition,  the  neighbors  claim  that  the 
proposed  construction  runs  counter  to  the 
San  Francisco  Residential  Design  Guide- 
lines (SFRDG),  which  were  adopted  with 
the  passage  of  Prop.  M  in  1986.  SFRDG 
recognizes,  they  say,  that  "a  single  build- 
ing, out  of  context  with  its  surroundings, 
can  have  a  remarkably  destructive  effect 
on  the  visual  character  of  a  place.  It 
affects  nearby  buildings,  the  streetscape 
and,  if  repeated  often  enough,  the  image 
of  the  city  as  a  whole." 

The  destructive  effect,  say  the  protest- 
ers, will  be  in  the  blocking  of  light  to 
neighbors'  homes,  particularly  in  the  wint- 
er, loss  of  greenery  and  backyard  space 
and  a  diminution  of  privacy. 

Technical  objections  to  the  project 
were  delineated  by  Mary  Anne  Miller,  a 
planning  consultant  aiding  the  neighbors, 
at  a  meeting  with  Robert  Fassmore,  Zon- 
ing Administrator  with  the  Dept.  of  City 
Planning  Oct.  22.  These  objections  con- 
tend, in  part,  that  building  on  the  lot  in 
question  would  render  the  Ferlinghetti 
house  "deficient  and  non-code-conform- 
ing" in  respect  to  the  City  Planning  Code's 
requirement  for  usable  open  space. 

A  tentative  date  for  a  decision  on  a 
Discretionary  Review  of  the  building  per- 
mit application  has  been  set  for  Nov.  12.

Hiii  Residents  Get  Preview  of  New 
67  -  Unit  Development  on  26th  St. 


Potrero  Hill  residents  Oct.  14  had  the 
opportunity  to  get  a  glimpse  of  prelimi- 
nary plans  for  a  new  development  that 
is  proposed  for  construction  on  the  south 
side  of  26th  Street,  from  Wisconsin  to 
Kansas  Streets. 

The  development  is  currently  proposed 
to  contain  67  two-bedroom,  two  story 
units,  with  a  staggered  roofline.  Starting 
sales  prices  are  expected  to  be  $225,000. 
The  location  of  the  proposed  develop- 
ment is  a  steep  slope  on  26th  Street, 
above  and  behind  warehouses  on  Army 
Street. 


Initial  drawings  of  the  project  were 
presented  at  the  October  14  meeting 
by  architect  Hood  Miller  Associates, 
which  is  working  with  developer  Matt 
Murphy. 

Hill  residents  at  the  session  voiced  a 
number  of  questions  about  the  proposed 
project,  including  traffic  congestion, 
increased  density,  parking  and  emergency 
vehicle  access. 

The  preliminary  plans  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Planning  Department.

COFFEE  AND  DOUGHNUTS 


City  View  Church  Offers  Help  to  Potrero  Homeless

Nothing  beats  coffee  in  the  pre-dawn 
chill,  especially  if  you've  been  out  all 
night,  tramping  the  streets  or  huddled 
under  a  blanket  or  cardboard  to  keep 
warm. 

This  occurred  often  to  Pastor  Jeff 
Green  of  the  City  View  Church  on  Rhode 
Island  Street  as  he  drove  his  wife  past  the 
recycling  center  to  take  her  to  work  and 
saw  the  recyclers  assembling  with  their 
collections  of  bottles  and  cans.  "I  wanted 
to  do  something  to  help  them,"  he  said. 

Ever  since  last  November,  Green  and 
his  crew  of  volunteers  have  been  passing 
out  hot  coffee  and  pastries  at  17  th  and 
Rhode  Island  Street.  Men  witti  carts,  and 
some  with  trucks  full  of  cardboard, 
bottles  and  cans,  wait  patiently  to  be 
served,  and  then  stand  around  in  small 
groups  chatting  as  they  sip  coffee  and 
munch  on  pastries. 

When  this  reporter  showed  up  one  morn- 
ing last  month,  it  had  rained  the  night  bo- 
fore.  I  talked  to  Tom,  who  described 
drinking  as  "my  downfall  —  that  and  my 
mother-in-law."  To  deal  with  the  rain,  he 
said,  "I  just  walked  in  it  for  awhile."  He 
admitted  that  "living  this  way  can  keep 
you  depressed."  The  free  breakfast  offers 
a  welcome  respite  from  a  difficult  exist- 
ence, and  he  praised  it  as  "a  way  to  start 
your  day  out,  relax,  have  a  cup  of  coffee 
and  be  with  people  who  like  you." 

The  coffee  was  especially  nice  because 
it  was  so  hard  to  come  by,  Tom  added, 
mentioning  that  Martin  De  Porres,  the 
soup  kitchen  on  Potrero  Avenue,  had 
stopped  serving  coffee  because  it  seemed 
to  "be  agitating." 

For  D.  Thompson,  "This  comes  in  real 
handy  real  early  in  the  morning.  It's  real 


nice."  He  added,  "I  just  come  liere  so  I 
can  think  how  I  can  get  out  of  this  situa- 
tion. If  I'm  hungry,  1  can't  think." 

A  fellow  calling  himself  Chicago,  cudd- 
led back  up  in  his  sleeping  bag  to  enjoy 
breakfast  in  bed.   As  it  gets  colder,  the 
morning  breakfast  is  especially  welcome. 
"When  winter  comes,  some  of  these  peo- 
ple come  down  with  hypothermia.  They're 
really  shivering  and  the  coffee  warms 
them  up,"  Green  pointed  out. 

David,  56,  who  actually  has  a  small 
room  in  the  Tenderloin  and  occasionally 
works  in  book  publishing,  shows  up  regu- 
larly. "I'm  old  enough  that  I  have  my 
habits  -  I  like  my  coffee  and  donuts  in 
the  morning  —  but  I'm  not  working  and 
I'm  short  of  money."  He  also  had  a  good 
word  for  the  City  View  volunteers:  "For 
church  people  they're  real  nice.  They 
don't  preach." 

For  the  volunteers,  who  serve  between 
60  and  80  people  at  a  time,  the  feeling  is 
mutual.  "These  people  are  really  nice  - 
they're  great!"  commented  Green,  who 
has  been  with  the  church  since  April, 
lyao. 

Originally  the  church  was  also  serving 
breakfast  at  the  library  downtown,  "but 
we  cut  out  downtown  because  we  were 
liaving  some  problems  with  some  of  the 
people  down  there,"  explained  Darryl 
Breese,  who  has  been  associate  pastor  at 
the  church  since  January.  "We  were  oc- 
casionally having  bottles  and  punches 
thrown  at  us.  We've  never  had  abuse 
with  the  people  at  Rhode  Island.  They've 
always  been  very  polite  and  thankful," 
he  stressed. 

Even  downtown,  though,  Breese  has  re- 
tained some  lasting  friendships.  "Re- 
cently I  was  down  by  the  library  and 
some  guys  were  harassing  me  as  if  to  mug 
me.  Some  of  the  homeless  sitting  by  the 
library  jumped  down  and  told  them  to 


stop  it,  to  leave  me  alone.  It's  good  to 
see  that  they're  willing  to  give  back  and 
help  us." 

Breese  said  that  the  coffee  project 
was  originally  scheduled  five  days  a  week, 
but  was  recently  changed  to  three  be- 
cause of  schedule  changes  with  the 
clmrch  staff.  They  made  sure  to  retain 
Vi/ednesdays,  however,  because  on  that 
day  no  breakfast  is  served  at  Martin  De 
Porres.  "We're  filling  in  their  Wednesday 
gap,"  said  Breese.  He  commented  that 
his  church  has  a  good  relationship  with 
the  soup  kitchen,  occasionally  exchanging 
donations. 

Green  mentioned  that  the  church  also 
makes  donations  to  families  living  in  pub- 
lic housing  on  the  Hill  —  the  Potrero 
Annex  and  the  Potrero  Terrace.  We  de- 
liver food  to  50  poor  families  twice  a 
month,"  he  said. 

Breese  explained  that  City  View 
Church,  which  first  opened  on  the  Hill 
two  and  a  half  years  ago,  ministers  to  tlie 


poor  primarily  "because  they're  here  and 
they  have  a  need.  The  food  programs  are 
to  meet  the  immediate  need."  Ultimate- 
ly the  church  wants  to  help  those  who  are 
willing  to  break  the  cycle  of  poverty. 

Breese  explained  that  the  church  re- 
tains a  connection  with  the  Lighthouse 
Ranch,  which  he  described  as  a  cross  be- 
tween a  hippy  commune  and  a  job  retrain- 
ing center  with  three  businesses.  "We 
build  a  relationship  with  the  street  peo- 
ple, get  to  know  them  and  find  out  if 
they  really  want  to  get  off  the  street, 
and  then  we  can  refer  them." 

The  coffee  project  "is  pretty  popular 
in  the  church,  and  we  intend  to  continue 
it  for  quite  a  while,"  said  Breese. 

To  continue  the  project,  the  church  re- 
lies on  donations,  and  "we  also  shop  at 
the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank,"  said  Green. 
"That's  really  a  help."  If  you  would  like 
to  donate  or  help  out,  you  can  call  282- 
3663.

The  eighth  annual  Film  Arts  Festival, 
sponsored  by  the  Film  Arts  Foundation, 
returns  to  the  Roxie  Cinema  (3U7-16th 
St.),  from  November  4-8.  Highlighting 
this  year's  program  of  more  than  90 
films  and  videos  are  the  San  Francisco 
premieres  of  "M.F.K.,"  "Adam  Abdul 
flakeem:  One  Who  Survived,"  and  "My 
Home,  My  Prison." 

Opening  night's  "M.F.K.,"  a  beautifully 
photographed  biographical  documentary 
by  Barbara  Wornum,  celebrates  the  life 
of  writer  Mary  Frances  Kennedy  Fisher, 
who  died  this  past  June.  It  sensuously 
interweaves  interviews  with  Fisher,  her 
family  and  colleagues,  archival  photos, 
letters,  and  stirring  readings  by  actress 
Maria  Tucci  from  the  author's  works. 
Without  a  doubt,  "M.F.K."  is  both  food 
for  the  senses  and  a  moving  tribute  to 
the  woman  who  devoted  her  career  to 
exploring  the  "wilder,  and  more  insistent 
hungers"  of  life. 

If  the  verdict  in  the  Rodney  King  case 
raised  doubts  and  fears  in  your  mind 
atwut  the  criminal  justice  system  in 
America,  Thalia  Drori's  gritty  and  timely 
documentary  about  Adam  Abdul  Hakeem 
and  his  attempts  to  extricate  himself 
from  a  police-run  drug  ring  and  defend 
himself  against  trumped  up  attempted 
murder  charges  will  send  chills  up  and 
down  your  spine. 

"Adam  Abdul  Hakeem:  One  Who  Sur- 
vived," premiering  on  Thursday,  Novem- 
ber 5,  is  an  intelligently  written  and 
directed  portrait  of  one  young  man's 
stru^les  to  liberate  himself  from  the 
oppressive  environment  of  the  inner- 
city,  it  is  also,  without  a  doubt,  an 
often  painful  and  challenging  documentary 
about  the  state  of  race  relations  in  our 
country  today. 


Rounding  out  Thursday's  "No  Justice 
...No  Peace"  program  are  Paper  Tiger's 
"Boiling  Point:  Law  and  Order  In  Snn 
Francisco,"  a  provocative  and  telling 
video  about  the  events  in  San  Francisco 
following  the  Rodney  King  verdict,  and 
Portia  Cobb's  "No  Justice... No  Peace," 
an  experimental  documentary  that 
juxtaposes  video-verite  interviews  with 
young  African-American  men  and  images 
from  the  Los  Angeles  rebellion. 

The  "No  Regrets:  The  Second  Decade 
of  AIDS"  program,  screening  Saturday, 
November  7,  features  "Non,  Je  Ne 
Regrette  Rien,"  by  Marlon  Riggs.  Riggs' 
recent  video  is  a  captivating  and  empow- 
ering portrait  of  five  sero-positive  black 
gay  men  who  speak  of  their  individual 
confrontations  with  AIDS. 

Also  included  in  this  program  are 
Paula  Mozen's  "No  Rewind,"  an  energetic, 
well-produced  educational  documentary 
that  focuses  on  teenagers  and  AIDS 
awareness,  and  Eric  Slade  and  Mic  Swe- 
ney's  "Acting  Up  For  Prisoners,"  an  in- 
your-face  video  documentary  about 
ACT  UP's  campaign  to  bring  adequate 
health  care  and  human  rights  to  prisoners 
with  HIV  at  the  California  Institution 
for  Women  (Frontera),  near  Chino. 

Closing  night's  "My  Home,  My  Prison," 
by  San  Francisco-based  Susana  Blaustein 
Munoz  and  Erica  Marcus,  is  a  fascinating 
documentary  about  Palestinian  journalist 
and  feminist  Raymonda  Tawil.  Narrated 
by  Martin  Sheen  and  Gail  Golden,  this 
powerful  film  captures  the  life  of  a 
courageous  and  controversial  woman  who 
dared  to  speak  her  mind  in  pursuit  of 
peace  and  women's  rights. 

If  past  years  are  any  indication,  this 
year's  Festival  promises  to  sell  out  early.

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37th  Annual  Hill  Art  Show 
"Like  a  Big  Family  Reunion"

There  was  something  for  everyone  at 
the  annual  Potrero  Hill  Artists'  Exhibit 
opening  October  17  at  the  Potrero  Branch 
Library,  (1616  -  20th  St.)  Children  got 
their  faces  painted  or  sat  reading  con- 
tentedly in  well-worn  bean  bag  chairs. 
Adults  took  their  time  at  the  punch  bowl 
visiting  with  neighbors  and  friends, 
then  slowly  walked  through  the  exhibit, 
enthusiastically  admiring  the  work  of 
the  Potrero  Hiil  artists  on  display. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Artists  Exhibit  is 
the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  San  Francisco. 
First  started  37  years  ago  by  artist 
Charles  Griffin  Farr,  the  show  has 
always  remained  community-based, 
with  no  other  criteria  for  participation 
than  residency  on  the  Hill.  Regardless 
of  skill  level  or  formal  critical  recog- 
nition, any  artist  who  is  part  of  the 
community  is  welcome  to  show  his  or 
her  work.  This  rare  and  refreshing 
attitude  toward  artists  and  community 
gave  the  whole  event  the  comfortable 
flavor  of  a  huge  family  reunion. 

Traditionally  held  during  National 
Library  Week  in  the  Spring,  this  year's 
opening  was  the  first  held  during  the 
Potrero  Hill  FestivaL 

Farr,  now  80  years  old  and  a  Hill 
resident  since  the  50s.  said  he  could 
remember  when  he  and  his  fellow 
artists  "were  ail  young  and  frivolous. 
We  would  drink  homemade  May  wine 
made  from  a  special  recipe  that  the 
librarian  kept  year  after  year  and  have 
a  big  party  upstairs  with  live  music. 
We'd  dance  all  night.."  Though  no  May 
wine  was  served,  this  year's  opening 
retained  the  joyous  atmosphere  of 
previous  years  as  happy  Potrero  Hill 
Festival  attendees  dropped  in  on  the 
art  exhibit  throughout  the  day. 

As  a  San  Francisco  resident  who  had 


Changed  apartments  and  neighborhoods 
once  a  year  since  I  arrived  in  the  city 
five  years  ago,  it  was  a  unique  treat 
to  be  able  to  visit  with  and  admire  the 
work  of  artists  like  John  Conriolly, 
Robert  Holdeman  and  Bob  Kingsbury, 
who  all  have  at  least  two  decades  of 
history  and  commitment  to  Potrero 
Mill  and  its  artists.  At  a  time  when 
phrases  like  "urban  alienation"  are 
much  more  frequently  used  to  describe 
city  life  than  "committment  to  commu- 
nity," the  Potrero  Hill  Artists  Exhibit 
serves  as  a  much  needed  reminder  of 
the  importance  of  place  and  home.

Also  close  to  Potrero  Hill  is  the  Candle- 
stick Point  Park,  right  behind  the  stadium 
on  Carroll  Street.  Wonderful  trails  over- 
looking the  bay  are  perfect  for  biking, 
tricycling,  roUerskating,  walking,  run- 
ning. 

There  are  two  fishing  piers  from  which 
to  watch  the  windsurfers  in  the  after- 


noons. Then  is  the  time  to  take  a  kite 
to  fly!  There  are  sheltered  barbecue 
pits,  some  steel  drums  to  beat  and  even 
some  less  than  ancient  standing  stones  to 
medilute  by. 

Wildlife  abounds  on  the  shore  around 
the  park,  and  at  low  tide,  if  you  want, 
you  can  dig  in  the  mud  and  find  all 
sorts  of  slimy  moving  things!  For 
serious  exercise  freaks  there  is  a  walking 
course  with  exercise  equipment  dotting
